' blKKKAS  it  has  been  found  neeessary  and  expe- 
dient to  regulate  the  licensing  of  theatres,  con- 
cert rooms  and  other  rooms  or  buildings  that  are  used 
for  such  purposes  or  for  public  entertainments. 

Therefore  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of 
Vancouver  in  Council  assembled,  enact  as  follows: — 

1.  Before  any  person  being  the  owner,  occupant, 
tenant  or  lessee  of  any  room  or  building  within  the 
City  of  Vancouver,  shall  use  such  room  or  building,  or 
let  or  hire  such  room  or  building  to  any  other  person 
or  persons,  for  the  purpose  of  holding  therein  any 
theatrical  entertainments  or  public  concerts,  he  shall 
first  obtain  a license  in  such  behalf;  provided  that  in 
the  case  of  any  entertainment  in  aid  of  a religious  or 
charitable  object  in  an  unlicensed  building,  a special 
permit  for  each  such  case  may  be  granted,  free  of  ex- 
pense, by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Works,  on  the 
hereinafter  mentioned  certilicate  being  furnished  to 
him. 

2.  Before  any  such  license  is  granted  the  applicant 
for  the  same  shall  obtain  a certificate  from  the  City 
Engineer  or  such  other  officer  as  may  be  appointed  by 
the  Council  that  the  said  room  or  building  is: — 

(tt.)  Properly  constructed  and  sufficiently  supported 
for  the  proposed  purpose. 

(6.)  That  the  doors  open  outwards,  and  that  such 
doors  and  any  other  means  of  exit  are  sufficient 
to  enable  the  room  or  building  to  be  emptied  of 
its  inmates  within  the  space  of  three  minutes. 

(c.)  T'hat  in  the  opinion  of  such  officer  there  is 
nothing  either  in  the  internal  arrangements  of 
such  rooms  or  buildings,  or  to  the  external  or  in- 
ternal stairs  or  approaches  thereto  which  would 
render  such  room  or  building  hazardous  or  un- 
safe for  the  proposed  use  for  which  it  is  intended. 

3.  That  the  license  or  fee  to  be  paid  shall  be  $100 
per  annum,  payable  half-yearly,  which  shall  include 
any  license  or  fee  wdiich  would  otherwise  heretofore  be 
collected  from  the  parties  themselves  giving  such  the- 
atrical performance,  concert,  lecture  or  other  public 
entertainment. 

4.  Clause  No.  30  of  By-Law  No.  8 is  hereby  ainended 
by  adding  after  the  word  “exhibition”  in  the  2/th  line 
the  words  “ except  in  a regularly  licensed  building,” 
and  by  striking  out  the  words  and  figures  “for  every 
owner  or  proprietor  of  a hall  or  place  for  drama- 
tic, theatrical  or  musical  entertainments  $25  per  year.” 
5.  Any  person  or  persons  guilty  of  an  infraction  of
